GIRL’S MEMORY IS_ HAZY 


Says Colia Brought Her to New York, 


Then Back to Yonkers—Police 
Find Her There.

YONKERS, May 21.—Alice Wheelock, 
the fourteen-year-old daughter of Mar- 
tin Wheelock, a merchant of this city, liv- 
ing at 8 Hawthorne Avenue, who has 
been missing from her home since Fri- 
day, was found in an apartment on the 
top floor of a flathouse at 182 Riverdale 
Avenue this afternoon. Malcolm Colia 
of 22 North Broadway is under arrest, 
charged with kidnapping her while his 
brother John and Baird C. Beatty, a 
New York Jawyer, whose office is at 346 
Broadway, are also in custody as ac- 
cessories. The gir] is in a serious condi- 
tion as a result of shock and hunger. 

The arrests of the Colias and Beatty 
Were made this afternoon, some hours 
after Malcolm Colia and the girl arrived 
from New York, whither the man, who is 
a@ Persian, took her Friday night. Ac- 
cording to the girl’s story, she remembers 
very little that transpired in the two 
days she was away from home. She says 
she does not even know where it. was 
that Colia took her in New York. She 
thinks it was somewhere near Sixth Ave- | 
nue in the Forties. Dr. Baurberg, who 
was called in by Mr. Wheelock, said to- 
night that he did not believe the girl had 
been drugged. 

Miss Wheelock, who, despite her years, 
is the soprano of the Dutch Reformed 
Church of this city, met Colia. about two 
months ago. He is a member of St. An- 
drew's Protestant Episcopal. Church, and | 
since he was introduced to the girl it is 
said he followed her at every opportunity.

THE MORTGAGE TAX. 

There is a possibility that Gov. Hie- 
GINS will yet veto the bills taxing mort- 
gages. He well might do so, for the 
measures finally passed by the Legis- 
lature, despite the desperate efforts to 
lick them into shape, are undoubtedly 
full of obscure provisions and provis- 
ions of doubtful constitutionality, and 
will at best furnish so little revenue 
that the Governor would be amply jus- 
tified in putting the matter over for the 
next session and trusting to the prepa- 
ration of a better and more productive 
scheme. 

Quite apart from the radical defect, 
or vice, of double taxation, which is in- 
herent in any legislation taxing mort- 


| gages without exempting the real es- 


tate pledged as security, there is in these 
measures another form of double taxa- 
tion. No provision is made to set off 
debts owed by the owner of the mort- 
gage. The measures still tax mortgages 
recorded in this State though owned by 
non-residents, for which action there is 
no sufficient jurisdiction.

foreign soil can get its supplies 30 or 
40 per cent. cheaper by buying abroad, 
or by getting export prices from Ameri- 
can houses, what must be the rake-off 
from the tariff at our expense? 

Undoubtedly the protected interests 
would have done much better to keep 
quiet and give the Government the 
Same rates they give to other custom- 
ers abroad. But they are so used to 
the notion that the Government exists 
for their benefit and is merely an in- 
strument with which to bleed the Amer- 
ican people, and they were so accus- 
tomed to having the officers of the 
Government act on that notion, that 
they overlooked the risk they ran in 
snatching for the most they could get. 
They made a big mistake. The public 
has received its impression. It will 
only be confirmed by the fact that the 
influence of the tariff monopolies has 
been strong enough to drive our cour- 
ageous President from a position so 
frankly taken, so really just and honest 
and patriotic. 


THE CZAR’S LIBERALISM. 

It is not libérality but liberalism that 
the Czar of Russia is manifesting in 
these days. Undoubtedly he clings, as 
he must cling closely, to the principle 
of autocracy, and every relaxation of 
the harsh restrictions under which his 
subjects have lived and labored is a 
gift from one with absolute power to 
give or to withhold. It is quite im- 
practicable for him to surrender in 
theory or in practice this idea of his 
attributes and obligations. All the 
same his recent decrees have been dis- 
tinotly in the direction of greater free- 
dom on the one hand and on the other 
hand in the direction of admitting the 
people to a share, probably a substan- 
tial share, in the government of the 
empire. 

And this is significant because it is 
fin accordance with the notion of the 
liberals for the past century, namely, 
that real autocracy in action is impos- 
gible, and that the burden of govern- 
ment under modern conditions in a vast 
empire must be in part transferred or 
it will become crushing. It is the 


 pealization of this fact that has dic- 


lature. One related to child labor. Much 
trouble has been met in enforcing the 
law against children under sixteen be- 
ing employed, save under certain con- 
ditions, from the fact that the testi- 


{ 
mony of parents was taken as conclu- 


sive, and parents were not always 
averse to lying when the wages of 
their offspring were in peril. By the 
amended law there is needed the birth 
certificate or transcript of the baptis- 
mal record, the same evidence that is 
demanded by the Board of Health. ‘This 
will make it pretty hard for conscience- 
less employers or parents to escape the 
law, if it be honestly and sensibly en- 
forced, as under Mr. SHERMAN, the new 
State Commissioner of Labor, it is very 
sure that it will be. 

The second change makes it neces- 
sary for a landlord, instead of a tenant, 
to take out the license to conduct man- 
ufacturing in tenement houses. This 
puts a responsible person in place of 
one usually quite irresponsible and will 
make it much easier to enforce the reg- 
ulations in regard to what are called 
“sweat shops.” Commissioner SH»R- 
MAN is beginning his work carefully 
and with energy. He promises cordial 
co-operation with the organizations 
that have done so much to secure legis- 
lation of this sort, and the prospect for 
decided improvement is undoubtedly 
good. 


OUR INTEREST IN THE SEA FIGHT. 

Washington dispatches yesterday re- 
ported that the President is: deeply in- 
terested in the naval situation in the 
Far East, and is “ taking every oppor- 
tunity to obtain information bearing 
upon it.” This adds interest to the re; 
cent cablegram from the correspondent 
of The London Telegraph in Tokio that 
“the Foreign Ministry here learns that 
President RoosmveiT has ascertained 
the peace terms that would be agreea- 
ble to the neutral Powers.”’ Joun Hay 
will have play for his energies, now re- 
inforced by rest, when he returns to 
the State Department in June. It is 
certain that if a Japanese naval victory 
should prove decisive of the war, as it 
probably will, it would be also decisive 
for this country’s commercial interests 


in the Hast. Yet much depends upon} 


how far the neutral Powers may be 
prevailed én to allow Japan complete 
freedom to exact her own peace terms. 
If they should be constrained to give 
her a large measure of freedom, the re- 
sult, for specific reasons, cannot but be 
favorable to Great Britain and the 
United States. 

To begin with, Russian trade restric- 
tions and competition would be wholly 
eliminated for at least a generation. Ja- 
pan would reassert her control over the 
territory ceded by China in 1895; she 
would bar-the Czar’s ships from Pa- 
cifie waters; she would insist on the re- 
trocession of Saghalin Island and the 
evacuation of Manchuria; she would 
demand a guarantee of China, backed 
by Great Britain and the United States, 
to cede no territory to a foreign Power, 
but to open up more of her provinces 
to trade; and she would buy the East- 
China Railway and define clearly Rus- 
sia’s boundary line west of the River 
Amur. Such terms, outlined by Mr. 
KINNOSUKE in The North American Re- 
view for May, would pluck Russia root 
and branch out of the Eastern situa- 
tion, besides assuring permanent peace 
with the removal of the national men- 
ace to Japan. 

But these terms would carry with 
them the assurance to England and 
America of their own preponderant na- 
val power in the Pacific. With the 
withdrawal pf Russia, France could no 
longer afford to defend, should it be at- 
tacked, her all but useless colony in 
Indo-China. Further German aggres- 
sion upon the Province of Shantung 
would be effectively discouraged, and it 
would no longer be profitable to main- 
tain for her remaining provinces a fleet 
which could cope with the sea power of 
Japan. The United States would event- 
ually gain most. England’s naval 
strength must remain forever scattered 
over the globe, while the opening of the 
Panama Canal will make easy the mo- 
bilization of our squadrons upon those 
Bastern coasts where American com- 
mercial interests are growing. 

It is no wonder, then, that the Ad- 
ministration and State Department 
at Washington are fixing regardful 
eyes on RoJESTVENSKY's fleet. Upon its 
fate depends the issue of a battle 
equally momentous, to be waged with 
weapons of diplomacy. 


TRAFFIC REGULATION. 

Probably the most dangerous street 
crossing in New York at the present 
time is the intersection of Broadway 
and Sixth Avenue at Thirty-fourth 
Street. That it is now receiving 
the attention of Commissioner McApoo 
as a point exigently demanding traffic 
regulation is gratifying. All the street 
car movement on Broadway passes this 
point, and it is almost a constant 
stream of cars passing north and south. 
This movement is crossed at an acute 
angle by the railroad traffic of Sixth 
Avenue, which is also operated under 
the least headway consistent with ef- 
ficient car dispatching. The general 
vehicular traffic of these two streets 
is probably the largest and most varied 
of any which the streets of New York 
can show. It is of every kind, includ- 
ing an unusually large proportion of 
hacks and private carriages. The east 
and west movement is also large, in- 
cluding the cars on a double-track 
street railroad, a great deal of trucking, 
and a very large carriage traffic. Ow- 
ing to the intersection of the three 
streets, all of first importance by rea- 
son of local business activities and as 
main avenues of communication be- 
tween parts of the city which main- 
tain active exchanges of passengers 
and merchandise, it is the busiest cen- 
tre of New York, if allowance is made 
for the number of hours in the. twenty- 
four through which it is congested. 

For reasons due to the angle at which 
Broadway and Sixth Avenue intersect, 
the crossing from the west side of 
Broadway to the east side of Sixth 
Avenue is very wide. A great many 
thousands of people have to make this 
crossing every hour, keeping in the 
way of traffic nearly twice as long as 
is required in crossing any single street 
in New York. Crowds of women and 
children cross it constantly, not in reg- 
ular lanes as at ordinary crossings, but 
at all sorts of angles, so that the street 
is usually full of pedestrians. 

Here also one may see more reckless 
driving and more dangerous speeding 
of automobiles than at almost any oth- 
er busy point in New York. It is not 
unusual to see a motor hansom or a 
touring car driven through the tangle 
of persons and vehicles at more than 
its customary speed to escape delay 
and strike a more open roadway be- 
yond. It is so dangerous a place for a 
vehicle to linger that all regard for 
people afoot is dismissed. They must 
look out for themselves. They do this 
pretty well, it must be admitted; but 
it is scarcely fair that all sorts and 
conditions of citizens should have to 
scurry out of the way of vehicles to 
escape the necessity for a ride in the 
ambulance. The plaza has no isles of 
safety, and those taking or leaving the 
various cars of the Broadway lines at 
Thirty-fourth Street find themselves 
in the focus of a criss-cross traffic 
with no better protection than the dry 
goods box used as a stand for a dis- 
penser of exchange tickets offers. 

This local Mugby Junction needs sys- 
tematic traffic regulation very much 
more than many of the points which 
have had and are now having it. The 
problem of stich regulation is not a 
difficult one, but it needs constant at- 
tention. Dependence cannot be placed 
upon the formation of regular habits 


by drivers, motormen, and chauffeurs

to come as one needs to look ahead, 
and within fifteen minutes of the with- 
drawal of the police guard it will re 
lapse into the condition of confusion 
from which an effort is now making to 
redeem it.

AN IMITATION DINNER. 

The “ meatless dinner” given by a so-

From these suggestions of good things 
anathema how the guests’ mouths may 
have been fixed for soup built of 
“‘stock,” live salmon trembling from 
their icy packing to the pan, broiled 
partridge in place of prosy protose, 
coffee brewed from the brown roasted 
berry, grape juice fermented and 
“wine”? that was wine, is a matter 
for grave consideration by the esti- 
mable lady who purveyed the repast. 
For was this not confessedly, according 
to the implications and admissions of 
the menu, an imitation dinner? 

But we are surprised and pained to 
note the introduction into, this other- 
wise inocuous banquet of “ Kellogg 
gelatine "—clearly a violation of the 
vegetarian canon. We submit that Dr. 
KELLOGG is not a mineral; he is quite 
as foreign to the vegetable kingdom. 
Everybody knows how Kellogg gela- 
tine was made. First it was boiled 
Kellogg. Then they strained him, 
skimmed him, and set him away in a 
cool place to “jell.” The result was 
the Kellogg gelatine of this menu, in 
consuming which the vegetarians not 
only transgressed the law of their asso- 
ciated being, but made cannibals of 
themselves. 


Mr. CuLeMpNTs of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission is apparently 
very much vexed at the railroad men 
for daring to question the entire ability 
of the members of the Commission to 
take upon themselves the work of fix- 
ing rates over the continent. That he 
should indulge in scolding the corpora- 
tions with which the Commission has to 
deal in the temper that he shows is in 
itself a pretty strong indication of the 
disabilities of the Commission. The 
plain truth is that the Commission has 
not shown itself a very capable body, 
that it has not secured the confidence 
of the public, and, especially, the confi- 
dence of those most intimately ac- 
quainted with its operations. It has had 
during the years it has been in exist- 
‘ence the opportunity to gain much in- 
fluence, and it has not succeeded. This 
is not the fault of the present Commis- 
sioners alone or chiefly. They are by 
no means inferior to their predecessors. 
But the standard of selections for the 
Commission has not been as high as it 
should have been. It would be absurd 
to speak of the average of its successive 
members as leaders in the line of their 
work. They have been usually small 
men. It is a pity, for the chance opened 
to them was really a splendid one. 


The Mayor has done a good thing in 
a very good fashion in vetoing the bill 
to increase the pay and the privileges 
of the street cleaning force. The Dill 
was a “put-up job.”” It was intended 
to embarrass the Mayor, forcing him to 
sanction a piece of gross extravagunce 
or to incur the resentment of the street 
cleaners. ‘He has defeated the scheme 
by treating it honestly and plainly. He 
points out the extravagance and refuses 
to sanction it. He also exposes the in- 
sincerity of the authors of it. The 
Board of Apportionment has already 
ample authority to increase the pay of 
city employés when it thinks it best, 
and there was no need and no excuse 
for the interference of the Legislature. 
Mr. McC.LELLAN loses nothing politi- 
cally by this frank appeal to the good 
sense of the people of the city, and the 
Treasury saves a neat sum.

Millionaire. anaieeh: the aan 
moved by what is now known to have been 
a false report that Mr. JoHN D. Rocx- 
EFELLER had given $10,000,000 for the sup- 
port of old and indigent Baptist ministers, 
to make an eloquent, or, at least emo- 
tional, appeal in behalf of similarly con- 
ditioned clergymen in his own Church. 
There were, he said, some 600 of them 
on the ragged edge of destitution, and he 
exclaimed: ‘‘ Think of it, ye millionaires, 
ye women of wealth who sit at ease in 
Zion, ye clergy who are rich and enjoy- 
ing large incomes!” There it is—the ex- 
pectation, fast coming to be a stern 
demand, that any neglected duty of a 
public or semi-public, or charitable or 
somi-charitable sort, shall be assumed, not 
by those who voluntarily incur and are 
entirely able to perform it if they choose, 
but by the millionaire—the one person for 
whom the performance of the duty is so 
easy, so entirely free from any element 
of self-sacrifice, that it makes a wholly 
insignificant item on the credit side of his 
account of things well or ill done. As it 
happens, the church for whose clergy our 
correspondent asked alms—with some 
slight touch of the sturdy beggar’s trucu- 
lency—is composed of members the ma- 
jority, ar at least many, of whom have

of this world’s goods. If they leave 600 
of their clergy on the ragged edge of des- 
orn in their old age it is not at all 
from necessity, end if they appeal to the 
millionaire to support their faithful serv- 
ants it is simply that they find it prefer- 
able, because cheaper, to give the name 
of benefactor and philanthropist to him 
end to keep their own money in their own 
deep, well-buttoned pockets. It is pe- 
cullarly and fatally easy to see another 
man’s duty to give and to ignore one's 
own duty to pay. If the 600 clergymen 
did not receive a living wage, that was 
the fault of their flocks; if they were not 
wise enough to live within their means 
and put aside something for old age, that 
was their own fault. In neither case does 
the millionaire come in except as a rem- 
edy, much more convenient than com- 
mendable, for past mistakes, moral and 
financial, of other people. Of course the 
millionaire has his own very large duties 
to perform, but there is difficulty in see- 
ing that they include the pauperization of 
solvent communities, corporations, and in- 
dividuals.

It was told without any 
manifestation by the narrator of realiza- 
tion that his course was incompatible 
with English policy as to slaves and 
slave holding, and he seemed much sur- 
prised when the return of his animated 
property was refused, and the case was 
turned over to the police for investiga- 
tion. There was, however, no charge that 
the little black had been seriously mal- 
treated, and, though the ‘‘ master” ex- 
pressed a confident belief that he had a 
right to give needed and reasonable 
correction to the boughten servant, he 
also spoke of him as “ one of the dearest 
little fellows in the world’’—which may 
or may not be evidence of a warm and 
sincere affection. The reports of the 
hearing do not state in what part of 
Africa the Londoner made his purchase 
or what “ powers” held his ‘‘ undertak- 
ing.’ Those would seem to be questions 
worth settling. At any rate, the boy had 
been held and treated as a slave for 
twelve months in the very capital of the 
British Empire, and it is just possible 
that, as a decanter led to his enfranchise- 
ment, so some equivalent container of 
intoxicants may have had something to 
do with his entrance into bondage.

snubbing they have just received from 
the Secretary of the Navy as 4 reward 
for their well-meant but injudicious at- 
tempt to interfere with the maintenance 
of discipline on the United States cruis- 
er bearing the name of their city. There 
have been rumors for some time that all 
was not well on the Galveston, and the 
dissatisfaction of the crew with some of 
their officers resulted recently in the tell- 
ing by men ‘on shore leave of stories that 
much excited the Galveston papers and 
at last moved the local Humane Society 
to lay all the facts and gossip in its pos- 
session before the Secretary. Without 
any regard to the question whether the 
men on the Galveston have or have not 
received harsher treatment than their 
conduct deserved, or to the question 
whether or not the bad conduct was 
wholly or partly due to the commander's 
excessive severity, this course was en- 
tirely wrong and could only tend to the 
subversion of discipline throughout the 
navy. The crews on our men-of-war are 
not only as well protected as those of 
any nation from the cruelty of officers, 
but they have under the regulations they 
all know or should know a perfect method 
of appeal from their superiors to the 
civilian superiors of those superiors, and 
the recent talk to the effect that the 
Galveston men feared to avail themselves 
of the right to make formal complaint 
through ‘the authorized line of communi- 
cation is simple nonsense—perfectly well 
known to be that by the men themselves. 
It is practically impossible that they chose 
to stir up the indignant emotions of lands- 
men for any other reason than that they 
felt their case Was bad. For real griev- 
ances they had a certain remedy, and not 
an officer on board would have ventured 
to harass them for taking advantage of 
that remedy. By their failure to do so, 
and bf their utterly inexcusable attack 
on a civil offielal who boarded the cruis- 
er, they deliberately put themselves in 
the wrong if they were ever in the right, 
and there was nothing for the Secretary 
to say to the letter of the Humane So- 
ciety except what he did say.

A Blow to Protestants. 


From The London Globe. 

The second article of the bill for separating 
Church and State in France, which the Cham- 
ber has passed by a majority of 100 votes, en- 
acts that ‘‘ the republic neither recognizes, pays 
salaries to, nor subsidizes any form of wor- 
ship."’ Although the measure is directed main- 
ly against the Church of Rome, it is not sur- 
prising that it has been received by the Re- 
formed and Lutheran Churches with little sat- 
isfaction. The adherents- of the Established 
Protestant Communions will suffer financially, 
in proportion to their numbers, as severely as 
the Roman Catholics. They will gain in liberty 
of action, for the existing law, which dates 
from the time of Napoleon, placed them under 
rigid State control; but a heavy price will have 
to be paid for the boon of freedom. The sti- 
pends of the Protestant ministers, now guaran- 
teed by the State, are small enough, in no case 
exceeding 3,000f. a year; but in future there 
will be nothing but. the voluntary offerings of 
the people, who have not been trained, like the 
English Nonconformists, in the practice of sys- 
tematic giving. At the same time the right of 
pastors’ wives to pensions, if they are left 
widows, is to cease after a period of years. 
Few of the churches and parsonages belong to 
the Church, and these buildings will have in 
future to be rented from the State or the par- 
ishes or, in some cases, from private persons. 
The hardship is even greater than befalls the 
Roman Catholics, because the Protestants are, 
as a rule, neither numerous nor wealthy. 


French Doctors on Meningitis. 


From The London Telegraph, April 28. 

PARIS.—French physicians say that epidemic 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, otherwise spotted 
fever, is not by any means a newly discovered 
disease, but has been exhaustively studied for 
over sixty years. In 1837 the malady broke out 
at Bayonne among two regiments of the line, 
which, being removed to other garrisons, spread 
the epidemic. Spotted fever invariably appears 
in wet weather. The epidemic is of short dura- 
tion, and dies down on the return of sunshine 
and warmth. ‘The disease begins with shivers 


and violent headache, pains in the limbs, and 
vomiting, then muscular contractions in the 
back and jaw follow, with disorders of the eye. 
Delirium is succeeded by torpor and coma in 
fatal cases. All this has been described years 
ago, but the discovery of the bacilli of the 
disease is comparatively recent. These are of

His Priority as Naval Captain—Service 
with the Russians. ty 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

Much as I hate to dispute the priority . 
of any Irishman’s claims to a good fight 
ing title, Mr. James Doran P. Cananea is 
very much mistaken as to the designations 
“Commodore” and “ Captain,’ both in 
relation to Paul Jones and to their use in 
the United States Navy in general. 

Up to 1857, ‘‘Captain” was (with one 
short-lived exception) the highest actual | 
rank in the navy, and that of “Commo- ~ 
dore’"’ was not legally existent until the 
| passage of an act of Congress July 16, 
1862, but it was customary to apply the 
courtesy-title of ‘‘Commodore” to the 
senior Captain commanding a squadron. 
Paul JoneS accordingly signed himself 
“Commodore,” and is so styled in the 
writings of his officers, his adversaries, 
and other contemporaries, including Ben- 
jamin Franklin and John Adams, and is 
therefore rightfully so called by most 
naval historians and biographers from 
Cooper down. 

My evidently misleading reference to 
Paul Jones as “our first Captain” was 
not intended to convey the impression / 
that he was the first to hold that rank, 
but was meant to imply his pre-eminence 
| our naval history. John Barry was 
| certainly not the first Commodore in the 
navy, nor was Gustavus Conyngham the 
first officer to hold a commission in the 
| service. Poor Esek Hopkins, commander 
of the expedition against New Providence 
jin January, 1776, above whose flagship, 
the Alfred, First Lieut. John Paul Jones 
| hoisted the Rattlesnake flag of the infant 
navy, has the best right to the first dis- 
tinction. 

By the resolution of Congress, Dec. 22, 
| 1775, creating a naval personnel, Hopkins 
was appointed “‘Commander in Chief," 
but he was generally addressed as “‘ Com- 
modore.’’ ‘Dudley Saltonstall, commander 
of the Alfred, was the first Captain of the 
service, his name heading the list of thoge 
of that rank appointed by the same reso- 
lution. 

Although the matter is not historically 
important, it is of some interest that 
Jones, while only senior Lieutenant, was 
the first officer in the navy actually to 
receive his commission, which was handed 
to him in the old Independence Hall, in 
Philadelphia, Dec. 22, 1775, by John Han- 
cock in person. The other officers, his 
scniors and juniors, received their com- 
inissions later as they called for them. 

Jones and twenty-three others were ap- 
pointed Captains by a resolution of Con- 
gress Oct. 10, 1776. The commission of 
Capt. Conyngham, to whom Mr. Cananea 
would give the seniority, is dated Maroh 
1, 1777. 

Several recent writers, including a dis- 
tinguished historical novelist who will not 
rest Satisfied with having drawn a false 
and ridiculous caricature of the naval hero 
in his first book, have seen fit to condemn 
Paul Jones for having entered the Rus- 
sian service, so a few words in his de- 
fense on this count may not be amiss. 

Letters of Paul Jones and his good 
friend, Thomas Jefferson, show that Jones 
accepted a commission as Rear Admiral 
in the Russian Navy, then operating 
against the Turks, not only with the ap- 
proval, but also at the instigation, of 
Jefferson, who put the opportunity in his 
way, and argued that Jones could thus 
perfect himself in the art of naval war- 
fare for the benefit of his adopted coun- 
try, which the statesman then foresaw 
would soon need an efficient navy. Re- 
ferring to the action of the Commodore, 
Jefferson writes to Washington: “ He has 
made it a condition that he shall be free 


at all times to return to the orders of | | 


Congress, and also that he shall not in 
any case bear arms against France,” 

Jones says in a grateful letter to Jeffer- 
son: “I am not forsaking the country 
that has had so many disinterested and 
difficult proofs of my affection, and can 
| never renounce the glorious title of a ofti- 
zen of the United States.”

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Major James H. Butler. 
Major James H. Butler, a wholesale 
jeweler and veteran of the civil war, died 


j}at the St. Luke’s Hospital yesterday after 


a lingering illness. His death was due 
to a complication of diseases, 

Major Butler was seventy-six years old. 
He was born and educated in Utica, 
N. Y., where as a young man he started 
in the wholesale jewelry trade. In 1852 
he came to this city, where he established 
himself in the same line of business. He 
went to California in 1852, but returned to 
this city three years later. 

In 1861, when the war broke out, he 
weft to the front as a Captain of Com- 
pany FB, Thirty-second Regiment, New 
York State Volunteers, in which regiment, 
it was said yesterday, every officer was 
a Californian. He fought in the first 
battle at Bull Run and in fourteen other 
battles and a number of skirmishes. The 
worst injury he received was a scratch 
from a byllet on the back of his left 
hand. He was with the Army of the Po- 
tomac through the war, and was present 
when Gen. Lee surrendered. On the 
bloody field of Antietam his company was 
pressed back between the hostile firing 
lines, and escaped annihilation only by 
the soldiers lying flat on the ground on 
their stomachs. He was a eutenant 
Colonel on the staff of Gen. Butler. Be- 
fore Richmond he personally established 
the picket line nearest the fortifications 
and stubborniy held: them during the 
siege. 

Atter the war he returned to this city 
and established himself as a diamond 
broker in Maiden Lane. He continued in 
this business up to the time of his last 
iliness. He was a member of the o> 
Washington Post, 108, G. A. R., and the 
Loyal egion. He was a bachelor. 
Funeral services will be held on Tuesday 
in the chapel at St. Luke's Hospital.

MRS. R. 0. DOREMUS DEAD. 


Prominent as Friend of Singers, Wife 
of the Well-Known Chemist. 


Mrs. R. Ogden Doremus, wife of Prof. 
Doremus, the chemist, died early yester- 
day morning at Prof. Doremus’s home, 80 
Madison Avenue, after a lingering illness. 
Mrs. Doremus, whose maiden name was 
Estelle E. Skidmore, was the leader of 
the American colony in Paris during the 
most brilliant part of the reign of Na- 
poleon III. in the early sixties. Prof. 
Doremus was then conducting experi- 
ments for the French Government. 

Mrs. Doremus was a close personal 
friend of many of the great singers and 
musicians of the time. From the time 
Adelina Patti first appeared in America 
she carried on a correspondence with her. 
Ole Bull, Parepa Rosa, Camilla Urso, and 
Christine Nilsson were all entertained by 
her. ‘The Doremuses formerly lived on 
Fourth Avenue, between Eighteenth and 
Nineteenth Streets. This and a later 
home of the family at 241 Madison Ave- 
nue were visited often by leaders of the 
musical world, with whom Mrs. Doremus 
kept in close touch. The present home of 
the family contains many mementos of 
these visits. 

Musical entertainments were often given 
in*Mrs. Doremus’s home. At one time 
on her birthday Dodworth's Cornet Band, 
at that time the premier organization of 
its kind in the United States, serenaded

TO TEST JERSEY AUTO LAWS. 


Similar Action to be Taken in Other 
States After Decision There. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, May 21.—There is soon to 
oe a test in the courts of the constitu- 
tionality of the New Jersey law requiring 
registration of automobiles as well as all 
legislation in the state regulating their 
use. This is not only a New Jersey 
affair, but it will affect all the different 
States in turn. 

Last week a committee from the 
National Association of Automobile 
Manufacturers made arrangements to be- 
gin the suit. Several other States were 
under ,discussion, but the committee de- 
cided to make the test under the New 
Jersey law because they feel that it would 
be easier to force a decision on the main 
issue in this state, instead of on a mere 
technical point, as would be necessary 
in New York or Pennsylvania. 

The reason for selecting New Jersey as 
the battle ground is that the Jersey law 
is free from several petty and objection- 
able features common to laws of this 
character in other States. In all respects 
the New Jersey law is considered remark- 
ably liberal.

INANCIAL MARKETS SHIPPING AND MAILS. 


Declines Last Week Outnumbered 
Advances Nine to One. 


St. Paul Failed as a Leader—Selling 
. Concentrated on Union Pacific 
and the Stee! Stocks. 


One result that has been expected 
from the continued liquidation of spec- 


ulative accounts in the stock market | 
Was 2 shifting of interest from stocks | 


to bonds. The record of last week’s 
transactions shows that while very few 


stocks escaped losses the bond depart- |

ment was relatively steady. Of 
stocks that moved a point or more, 139 


declined and sixteen advanced, while in | 


the bonds the record was twenty-one 
declines to fourteen advances. If this 
“may be taken as an indication that the 
looked-for movement from. stocks to 
bonds has begun it is a favorable sign, 
for while slower than some.other influ- 
ences none is more effective in steady- 
ing the market in general than a quiet 
absorption of investment One 
fact that was deserving of special at- 
tention in considering the details of 
last week’s market was that to a larger 
degree than in any recent week the 
trading was confined dozen 
stocks that were the leaders of the list. 
‘ These twelve supplied 3,519,480 shares 
out of a total of 4,505,765 shares in all 
issues. This restfiction of trading may 
be significant of increased bear activ- 
ity; it certainly is not suggestive of a 
general selling movement. When in- 
vestors rather than speculators take to 
selling, it may be expected that the 
record of sales will not that 
gemall number of stocks have practically 
monopolized the dealings. 

As was to’ be expected in a market 
in which declines so largely predom- 
inated, all the most active issues ended 
with net losses varying from half a 
point in Brooklyn Rapid Transit to 6% 
points in American Smelting and Re- 
fining.

Its Scenes Photographed at the 
Rate of 900 a Minute. 


|BELMONT WANTS AN EXHIBIT 


tions in a 52,500 Candle Power 
Light, Patrons Wondering. 


For the personal use of August Belmont 
a moving picture was taken yesterday 
morning to show the operation of trains 
in the Subway between Fourteenth and 
Forty-second Streets, with platform 
scenes at the Fourteenth, Twenty-third, 
Thirty-third, and Grand Central Stations. 
The work was done by the American 
Mutoscope and Biograph Company in 
seven minutes, the pictures being taken 
at the rate of 900 a minute, so its film 


| will include 6,300 separate photographs. 


It was the first attempt to secure an 
exact reproduction of traffic conditions 
underground here, and the arrangements 
were most elaborate. Three trains—an 
express, a local, and a camera train—fig- 
| ured in the operation, and seventy-four 
tubes of the Cooper-Hewitt light, each of 
750 candle power, strung on a specially 
constructed car, lit the Subway with a 
glare which dimmed the sunshine filtering 
through at the stations. 

Subway patrons at the Brooklyn Bridge 
station were much mystified when, at 11 
o'clock, an express pulled in and came to 
a stop with a flatcar coupled on behind 
the last coach, which was loaded with ap- 
pliances new to the public gaze. The 
apparatus suggested anything from the 
paraphernalia of a musical specialty act 
on the front end to an engine room on the 
A dozen men on the car were 
all as busy as bees. H. S. Putnam, asso- 
ciated with L. B. Stillwell, the electrical 
director of the Subway, was in charge, 
assisted by F. A. Dobson of the biograph 
company. 

The car carried a complete electric in- 
stallation, including voltmeters, amme- 
ters, a dynamo, and a 110-volt generator 
belted to a 555-volt motor, fed from the

Union Delegate Fears Gold Beating 
Trade Will Leave Country.

James McCabe, delegate of the Gold 
Beaters’ Union, reported to the Central 
Federated Union yesterday that the trade 
was in a bad way, through the competi- 
tion of imported gold leaf, made in coun- 
tries where wages are much lower than in 
this country. A reduction in wages of $4 
a week is threatened. If it is enforced, 
McCabe says, it is likely to lead to a gen- 
eral strike of the gold beaters in the met- 
ropolitan district. 

The imported gold leaf comes from Ger- 
many, France, Belgium, Austria, and Eng- 
land. The employers say that with the 
payment of the duty added, the imported 
gold leaf costs much less th the ‘gold 
leaf manufactured in this country. .

LOCK-OUT EXPECTED 


| 26,000 Men May Be Put Out of 
Work This Week. 


DEMAND UNION RECOGNITION | 


Leaders Say They'll Keep Up the Fight 
for It at Any Cost—C: F. U. 
Backing Thern. 


The fight of the rockmen and excavat- | 


ors against the Contractors’ Protective 
Association for recognition of the union 
is to reach a crisis this week. The Gen- 
eral Strike Committee, taking in th 
rockmen and excavators and the trades 
which have struck in sympathy, held a 
meeting .yesterday and decided to con- 
tinue the fight. Tito Pucelli, President 
of the Excavators’ Union, said that more 
strikes will be ordered this week against 
the Contractors’ Association. This will 
bring about a lock-out of all the 26,000 
members of the union, but the union lead- 
ers say they have thrown down the 
gauntlet and are willing to meet the Issue. 

James Wilson, delegate of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists, said 
yesterday at the meeting of the Central 
Federated Union that he will order the 
machinists at the Jerome Park Reservoir 
to strike to-morrow in sympathy with the 
excavators. The Central Federated Union 
ordered the delegates of all the trades 
which have not struck to call out their 
men at the reservoir in sympathy with 
the other strikers. 

Vincenzo Vecchio, business agent of the 
Excavators’ Union, declared that it is 
prepared for a lock-out. 

**Let them lock us out,"’ said he. “ We 
have no horses to look after, and no 
money interests involved. All we have 
is our physical strength, and if the lock- 
out is ordered we will be little worse off 
than we are now. Our only resource is 


recognition of the union, and we will put 
up the biggest fight we have ever had to 
get it. It’s the only way to insure a liv- 
ing rate of wages. We want 32 for a day 
of eight hours for rockmen and $2.60 for 
ten hours. For the excavators all we 
have asked is $1.60 a day for elght hours, 
and $2 a day for ten hours. 

James Daly of the strike committee said 
that the Italians had as good a right to 
fair wages as people of any other na- 
tionality when they came to the United 
States. 

“The cost of living has increased Pp, the 
last four years,"’ he continued, ‘‘ and four 
years ago the Italian laborers his’ theme 
ting more wages than now. This 
wa ee kept on until the union is recog: 
nized.”’ 

It was declared to be the sentiment of 
the rn that the strikers should be 
supported in every way, possible until | 
their union is n is recognized. 


UNION LEADERS’ DEFENSE. 


Meat Cutters Forced Them Into Strike 
That Failed, One Says. 


Michael Donnelly and Homer D. Call, 
National President and Secretary, re- 
spectively, of the~ Amalgamated Meat 
Cutters and Butcher Workmen of Amer- 
ica, who were summoned here to answer 
charges that they had grossly misman- 
aged the National strike of last year, 
throwing about 65,000 men idle and re-
